JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 18. — 
Fees totaling $412,596 were allowed 
to three Kansas City lawyers today 
by Judge Nike Sevier of the Cole 


County Circuit Court for their serv- 
ices as attorneys for the State In- 
surance Department in a suit to re- 
cover excess premiums collected by 
fire insurance companies after a 
10 per cent rate reduction order 
had been issued in 1922. 

The three lawyers are former 
State Attorney-General John _ T. 
Barker, Floyd E. Jacobs and Glenn 
C. Weatherby. The allowance to 
each was $137,532. 

The attorneys were employed in 
February, 1930, to bring suit 
against 155 fire insurance com- 
panies for accounting and restitu- 
tion of excess fees. The rate re- 
duction had been resisted by the 
companies, but was finally. upheld 
in the courts. The companies al- 
ready had refunded approximately 
$10,000,000 direct to policy holders 
and the suit was to recover refunds 
alleged to be due but not made. 

$2,750,643 Collected. 

As a result of the suit, refunds of 
$2,750,643 were paid into the court. 
Each of the three attorneys was al- 
lowed 5 per cent of this amount. 
The balance, less some other allow- 
ances, will be returned to the policy- 
holders from whom the  excéss 
premiums were collected, if they 
can be found. Whatever part can- 
not be returned will ultimately re- 
vert to the State. 

In a 13-page memorandum, Judge 
Sevier held that the attorney’s fees 
were a proper charge against the 
fund held by the Court, overruling 
the contention of Attorney-General 
Roy McKittrick that the total 
amount collected belonged, without 
deductions, to the policyholders and 


that the lawyers should be paid out 
of other State funds. — 

Attorney-General McKittrick filed 
a motion for a rehearing; shortly 
after Judge Sevier entered his or- 
der in Circuit Court. The Attorney-

An application’ for fees was re- 
cently filed by the lawyers, follow- 
ing entry of final judgment in the 
suit. No specific amount was asked 
for, but Parker at one time stated 
to the court that he thought 20 per 
cent of the amount collected would 
be a fair allowance. The total al- 
lowed was 15 per cent. 

The lawyers had received no pre- 
vious allowances in this case ex- 
cept for an advance of $7000 to 
Weatherby, $5000 of which is to be 
charged against his 5 per cent al- 
lowance, the other $2000 being for 
expenses. . 

Fees of Custodians. 
, Two custodians of the fund, H. 
P. Lauf and Lewis Hord Cook of 
Jefferson City, have been allowed 
$48,000 each, and their attorney, 
Gilbert Lamb, has been allowed 
$26,000. 

Barker, Jacobs and Weatherby 
also are beneficiaries of a $500,000 
legal fee in the 162-3 per cent rate 
reduction case which was compro- 
mised by State Insurance Superin- 
tendent R. Emmet O’Malley last 
year after approximately $12,000,- 
000 in excess premiums had been

lic. By that compromise only 20 
per cent of the excess premiums 
are to be refunded to the policy 
holders, the remainder going to the 
companies and their agents and for 
legal fees and other expenses.

Prosecutor Anderson and 
Four Circuit Judges in 
County Rescind Action 
on William Mounce. 


The St. Louis County Parole 
Board, consisting of the four Cir- 
cuit Judges and Prosecuting At- 
torney C. Arthur Anderson, voted 
today to “revoke and terminate” 
the parole granted to William 
Mounce, who fled after his automo- 
bile had killed Miss Stella Hilde- 
brand last Feb. 22, and who was 
arrested four days later while re- 
pairing his damaged machine in 


the baseemnt of his home, with a 
sack placed over a window to hide 
his activity. 

The vote was 4 to 0. with Circuit 
Judge Julius R. Nolte not voting, 
although he was present at the 
hearing. The action was taken on 
motion of Prosecuting Attorney 
Anderson, which was seconded by 
Circuit Judge John A. Witthaus. 

After the parole had been revoked, 
Clarence Wolff, attorney for 
Mounce, asked the board on what 
authority they had acted. Judge 
Nolte feplied that “paroles are 
granted by the grace of the board, 
and may be terminated by the board 
under authority of the statutes.” 


Suggestion for Future. 

Judge Witthaus suggested that 
in the future the parole board 
should obtain more information 
concerning .applicants for paroles 
and the circumstances of the crimes 
from the arresting oficers and the 
prosecuting attorney before taking 
action. He also suggested that ap- 
plicants be required to inform the 
prosecuting attorney's office in ad- 


vance when paroles would be sought. 


Mounce, 65-year-old Terminal 
Railroad Association foreman, 
pleaded guilty of manslaughter and 
leaving the scene of the accident 
Dec. 4, and after being sentenced 
to six months in jail was paroled.

McKeever, 36 years old, was hanged 
at 7:34 a. m. today,for the murder 
of Sergt. Ben Booth of the State 
Highway Patrol. It was. Callaway 


County’s first hanging in 80 years. 


McKeever insisted to the last he 
was innocent. 

McKeever, brought here last night 
from the Missouri. penitentiary, 
where he had been held for 18 
months while making an unsuccess- 
ful appeal to the Supreme Court, 
spoke to 300 witnesses as he stood 
on a makeshift scaffold in the 
loft of an old barn, A heavy snow 
was falling outside. 

“Well, people,” he said, “you see 
me standing here. I ask forgive- 
ness of all as I am about to leave 
this earth. If I have injured any- 
one I am sorry. That's all I have 
to say. Good-by.” 

Sheriff Harris Wells of Fulton 
covered .icKeever’s head with a 
black hood, slipped the rope over 
his neck, tightened the noose and

NEW KING PRESIDES AT HIS 
FIRST PRIVY COUNCIL MEETING 


Royal Commission Approves Law 
Barring Uniforms for Political 
Organizations. 

By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Dec. 18,—King George 
VI presided today at the first privy 
council meeting of his reign. 

The session, held in Buckingham 
Palace, approved the corondtion 
proclamation which will be read to- 
morrow from St. James’ Palace, 
Charing Cross, Temple Bar and the 
Royal Exchange. 

Attending the council meeting 
were Ramsay MacDonald, lord pres- 
ident of the council; Lord Halifax, 
lord privy seal, Home Secretary 
Sir John Simon and others. 

The first law of the new reign 
became effective with the royal 
commission’s approval of the act to 
bar uniforms for members of po- 


litical organizations.

From Duchy of Cornwall. 
By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Dec. 18.—The Duchy 
of Cornwall, which provided the 
present Duke of Windsor with an 
estimated $400,000 annually when 
he was Prince of Wales and then 
King of England, will continue to 
supply him with spending money | 
now that he has quit the throne. 

Edward III created the Duchy in 
1337. Under the terms of a char- 
ter which has the full force of an 
act of Parliament, the title passes 
to the eldest son of the King. 

Edward VIII continued to re- 
ceive the income when he was 
King. There was no precedent to 
suggest what should happen to the 
revenues from the Duchy when 
the King abdicated, but it was be- 
lieved he voluntarily ceded them to 
his brother, King George VI, to 
avoid complications. 

George, in return, is understood 
to plan giving Edward $125,000 an- 
nually from the Duchy’s profits, to 
add to his large fortune, which in- 
cludes a legacy estimated as high 
as $5,000,000 from his grandmother, 
the late Queen Alexandra.

WPA -has dropped 370-St. Louis 
workers from its rolls as the result 
of a reinvestigation of the workers’ 
needs by the St. Louis Relief Com- 
mittee and has filled their jobs with 
-others certified by the relief admin- 
istration as deserving aid. 

‘The check, which will extend to 
20,000 WPA employes in the city 
and county, has been completed for 
5806 of the workers. The number 
laid off work relief is more than 6 
per cent of those thoroughly in- 
vestigated, a percentage which is 
expected to apply in the rest of the 
investigation, which is to be. fin- 
ished Jan. 15. 

About half of the 37@ dismissed 
were found in the reinvestigation 
to have opportunity for employment 
in private industry, according to 
Miss Pearl Salsberry, social worker 
in charge of the office at 2904 Wash- 
ington boulevard where the check 
is being made by interviews with 
the workers and investigation of 
past employment records. 

“Frequently we discover that a 


Peconcern where a man formerly 


worked has lost track of him,” Miss 
Salsberry said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter, “When we inquire to ver- 
ify his employment with the com- 
pany we are asked to send. the 
worker back to take the job he had 
lost.” 

Physical disabilities are  re- 
sponsible for a large part of the 
reduction, Miss Salesberry said. 
“Many of the men under 45 who 
have a disgbility have private jobs 
they can go to if the weakness is 
remedied.

MERGER CHALLENGED 


Minority Stockholders in Con- 
cern Which Was Absorbed File 
Suit for Annulment. 


By the Associated Press. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Dec. 18. 
~—Minority stockholders attacked 
the Tide Water-Associated Oil Co. 
merger in Federal Court yesterday. 

William H. Neblett, law partner 
of United States Senator William 
G. McAdoo, filed the suit for Baar 
Cohen & Co. of New York City, 


owners of 260 shares of Associated 
Oil Co. stock. 

The merger combined assets of 
Tide Water Associated, Tide Water 
and Associated Oil companies, and 
changed the status of Tide Water 
Associated from a holding company 
to an operating company. The as- 
sets are valued at $167,000,000. 

The complaint said Tide Water 
Associated used its control of both 
its subsidiaries to manipulate their 
books and to force the merger in 
disregard of the rights of minority 
stockholders. It also challenged 
constiutionality of .the California 
Civil Code under which the merger 
was made. 

The suit seeks annulment of the 
merger and restoration of the for- 
mer status of Associated Oil Co. 

Tide Water executives, comment- 
ing on filing of the suit, said the 
procedure for evaluating shares of 
minority dissenting stockholders 
“has been repeatedly upheld in the 
courts.” Dissenting stockholders 
may either accept the basis of ex- 
change of shares agreed on by the 
majority, or settle for cash, they 
said. Valuation of shares of the 
dissenting holders, the officers 
added, would be made under the 
provisions of California law. 


SUBSTITUTE FOR QUININE 
DISCOVERED IN RUSSIA 


Soviet Scientists Say That Produc- 
tion of Akrikhin Will Jump to 
45 Tons Next Year. 
By the Associated Press. 

MOSCOW, Dec. 18.—Scientists of 
the Soviet Union report that pro- 
duction of akrikhin, which in 
clinical properties “replaces and 
is even superior to quinine,” will 
jump to 45 tons next year. 

Soviet scientists, who found the 
compound, say the amount of 
akrikhin required for treatment 
of malarial patients is six to seven 
times less than that of quinine. 
Hence, the 45 tons should equal 260 
tone of quinine. 

The first lot of akrikhin was very 
small with the plant expected to 
produce six tons by the end of 
1936.

Time Salary Basis Be- 
tween Campaigns for the 
First Time. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Dec. 18.—Members of 
the executive committee of the 
Republican National Committee dis- 
closed today that Chairman John 
D. M. Hamilton had been voted a 
salary of $25,000 a year to devote 
his full time to the party’s rehabili- 


tation. 
It was the first time the chair- 


man of the Republican National 
Committee had been put on a full 


time salary basis in the interim be- 
tween presidential campaigns, the 
committeemen said. 

The action was taken at a meet- 
ing of the executive committee late 


mittee gave Hamilton a vote of 
confidence and refused, by a vote 
of 74 to 2, to accept his resignation. 
Associates of Hamilton said the 
Executive Committee agreed to pay 
Hamnilton $15,000 a year and to give 
him another $10,000 4 year for “base 
expenses.” Hamilton received a s4l- 
ary of $15,000 a year when he was 
general counsel for the committee 
under former Chairman Henry P. 
Fletcher. 

Hamilton announced he would 
make a swing around the country 
in the interest. of better party or- 
ganization for future state and con- 
gressional .elections.. He will urge 
state leaders to.call more frequent 
meetings of State and county com- 
mittees. 

He gave committee members re- 
ports of “splendid spirit” within 
the party and said permanent 
headquarters would be established 
in 10 or 12 states which previously 
had not operated on a year,round 
basis. 

The chairman said he would as- 
sign a group of Republicans, in- 
cluding some members of the Na- 
tional Committee, to the task of de- 
vising means of meeting the $901,- 
501 deficit. 

He remained non-committal on 
any possible changes in party 
policy but stated: “I think a good 
service was rendered in bringing 
problems to light.”

NEW YORK, Dec. 18.—Not being above abusing a man out of 
a story, I walked up to the heavyweight champion, James J. Brad- 
dock, in his gymnasium dressing room today and asked him why 
everybody was a little worried about him _ being seriously injured 
when, to quote the majority version, Schmeling knocks him out next 
June 3. He didn’t answer immediately. In fact, he didn’t answer 
for so long that I thought maybe he couldn’t. In a way, I was right, 
at that.

“Are they?” he said at last, mild- 
ly. “D’ya know, that’s one I hon- 
estly can’t answer. Schmeling 
oughta be the best touch I’ve had 
in a long time. He figured away 
to beat Louis, but what people don’t 
get is that this is a different guy, 
see? This is Braddock, who don’t 
fight like Louis at all. He can’t 
beat me, because he can’t figure 
any way to overcome what I’ve 
got with what he’s got. 

“He just ain’t got the equip- 
ment.” 

How did he figure that? Hadn’t 
Schmeling knocked out Joe Louis 
last summer at a time when Louis 
was supposed to be unbeatable? 
Sure, but—. 

Max Right-Hand Puncher. 


“Schmeling’s a right-hand punch- 
er,” he explained. “To have a 
chance, he had to hit Louis with a 
right. Nobody’s ever hit me 
‘right’ with a right-hand punch. 
In fact, I’ve never been hit ‘right’ 
with any punch. That’s why I’ve 
never been knocked out. 


“That oughta mean something. It 
means I: keep my left shoulder 
high, either boxing or punching. 
That'll take care of Schmeling’s 
right. Schmeling’s left will take 
care of itself. Mine’s better—and 


don’t forget, he’s slow, with only 


one style. All he’s got is the right 
—and it’s no good with me.” 

“Yes,” said I, brightly.

GOVERNMENT ON 
GOLF COURSES 


By the Associated Press. : 
' WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—Uncle 
Sam dug into his jeans for around 
$10,500,000 of emergency _ relief 
funds during the past 18 months 
to build and improve golf courses. 
That amount was spent by the 
Works Progress Administration. 

The big splurge on golf occurred 
last year, when the Government fi- 
nanced work on 306 courses, scat- 


tered over the land, at a cost of 
$9,359,699. 

The latest figures available for 
this year covered 62 additional 
links, with an expenditure of $1,- 
234,428. Work is in progress on 
some now. 

Local sponsors have contributed 
approximately $1,500,000 over the 
entire period, bringing the total 
outlay for WPA projects to around 
$12,000,000. 

Golf was only one of the sports 
that pulled the.Government’s emer- 
gency purse strings. A big hunk 
of the relief money has gone for 
the building of stadiums, play- 
grounds, baseball fields, swimming 
pools and other developments. — 
The biggest golf project handled 
through WPA cash was the Beth- 
page Park course on Long Island, 
with four 18-hole courses radiating 
from a single club house. The Na- 
tional Public Links golf champion- 
ship was played there this sum- 
mer, 

All the WPA golf expenditures 
were on municipal lines.* 

It is likely that more relief money 
will go for golf in 1937, although 
the WPA program has not been 
announced, <A short while ago, 
George Jacobus, president of the 
Professional Golfers’ Association, 
said he had learned from Federal 
authorities that around 600 new 
public courses would be built with- 
in a few years, with work on some 
likely to start next year.

was brought to a close today,, be- 
fore the State Penal Board, with 
wrief testimony on behalf of Mc- 
oe three witnesses were called 
by counsel for McLain, McLain’s 
sitorneys apparently relying on 
their contention that the evidence 
submitted in the hearings did not 
gbstantiate the “subjects of in- 
quiry” outlined by the Penal Board 
at the outset of the hearings. No 
specific and formal charges have 
heen filed against McLain. The 
jatter did not testify. 

State Representative J. R. Baker 
of Fulton, of counsel for McLain, 
again called on the board, as he 
did yesterday, for a statement as 
to whether the board had informed 
McLain, when he was appointed 
superintendent of the reformatory 
on Aug. 1, 1933, that he was en- 
titled to full maintenance, includ- 
ing subsistence. 

No Reply From Board. 


Director Stephen B. Hunter, 
chairman of the Penal Board, ruled 
as he did yesterday that the board 
had no statement to make at this 
time. “The board is holding this 
hearing,” Hunter said. “We know 
the facts in that connection and 
will take them into consideration.” 

Attorney-General McKittrick re- 
newed his request that McLain be 
called as a witness, but the board 
ruled that he would not be required 
to testify if he did not desire to 
take the witness stand. 

McKittrick called to the attention 
of the board that it had outlined 
the “subjects of inquiry” without 
his knowledge, and that if he had 
formulated them the scope of the 
inquiry would have been enlarged 
to permit presentation of other 
matters. These “subjects of _ in- 
quiry” related to alleged misuse of 
reformatory funds, withdrawals of 
subsistence supplies for McLain’s 
own use, and alleged beating of in- 
mates without compliance with 
laws regulating corporal punish- 
ment at the reformatory. 

Director Hunter suggested the 
Attorneys file suggestions as to 
what they thought constituted corp- 
oral punishment.

Although both the 
trade union leaders and the Com- 
munist leaders afterwards claimed 
full credit for the strikes (“this | 
joyful spring-like movement,” as 
Trosky called it) the movement 
was, in reality, almost spontan- 
eous and dictated by a sound in- 
stinct among the French proletariat 
that “now” was the time to strike. 
A Front Populaire Government had 
just come into power; but, while 
sympathetic to, the working class, 
it included many cautious people, 
and the working class felt that the 
hesitations of the Government and 
the resistance of the Chamber, and 
especially of the Senate, could only 
be overcome by the fear of the 
strike movement perpetuating it- 
self. There is little doubt that but 
for the impetus given by the work- 
ing class a greater part of the la- 
bor legislation pushed through the 
Senate at top speed in June would 
still be in the Senate’s folders, 
awaiting a third or fourth read- 
ing. 

The four principal labor reforms 
that have come into existence this 
year are holidays with pay, collec- 
tive contracts, the full recognition 
of trade union rights, and the 40- 
hour working week. The first of 
these has presented no difficulty, 
and has, in the main, been applied 
according to the letter of the law. 
All persons employed: more than 
one year by a firm are entitled to 
an annual fortnight’s holiday with 
pay and others to a shorter holi- 
day.

Another cause of strikes has 
been the rising cost of living; for few 
if any, of these contracts provide a 
sliding scale. While the Govern- 
ment was favorable to such a scale 
the Senate was totally opposed to 
it, except when it gave the Gov- 
ernment certain limited powers for 
compulsory arbitration in cases of 
dispute arising from a rise in the 
cost of living. These powers are 
incorporated in the Devaluation 
Act. But even in spite of a certain 
amount of. labor unrest which still 
exists in France, the collective con- 
tracts have tended to give the 
workers greater security and to 
create more orderly relations be- 
tween them and their employers. 
A criticism made by certain 
individualists is that the contracts 
have tended to discourage individ- 
ual effort and have benefited the lab- 
orer more than the hig qualified 
worker, and that some of their pro- 
visions have handicapped the small 
employer, who cannot afford to ob- 
serve them as well as the big 
boss. 

If there is going to be more.la- 
bor unrest in the weeks to come 
it will largely be due to the re- 
sistance with which the 40-hour 
act of June 21 is meeting from the 
employers. This is one of the big- 
gest problems in France today. 
The Front Populaire program 
spoke of “shorter hours without re- 
duction in wages,” but did not 
specify “40 hours;” and before the 
great strikes, even M. Jouhaux in- 
dicated that France should at least 
attempt to obtain an international 
agreement on the 40-hour week be- 
fore introducing it alone. Under 
the pressure of the strikes the 40- 
hour bill was passed—rather hur- 
riedly. Its avowed purpose was, in 
accordance with the “New Deal” 
doctrine of the Blum Government, 
to reduce unemployment and to re- 
store prosperity “through the in- 
creased purchasing power of the 
masses.” So long as the franc was 
not devalued the Government hesi- 
tated to apply the law. Its first 
application (to coal mining) co- 
incided—and it was not a mere co- 
incidence—with the decision to de- 
value the franc. 

Since then the Government has 
published a number of decrees if- 
troducing the 40-hour week in the 
metal industry, in the bakeries of 
the Seine and Seine-et-Oise depart- 
ments, and potassium mines (Jour- 
nel Officiel, Oct. 28, 29 and 31), in 
the building trade, in the manufac- 
turing of building materials, in the 
textile trade, in underground iron 
ore and other metal ore mines, in 
underground asphalt mines, and in 
the bakeries of the Seine-et-Marne 
Department (Nov. 18 and 20). Each 
of these decrees is about 18 type- 
written pages long and cannot be 
even briefly summarized here. But 
the basic provision is contained in 
the second article of each decree; 
the concerns in question may 
choose between the following:— 
Eight hours’ work during five 
days; six hours 40 minutes during 
six days a week; unequal distrib- 
ution of hours, but with eight hours 
as the daily maximum, and a com- 
pulsory half-holiday. The rest of 
the decree deals with exceptional 
cases, urgent work, etc. 


Opinion Divided on Law. 

Opinion is sharply divided on the 
economic soundness of this law. 
The trade unions declare it to be an 
absolutely essential part of the 
“New Deal,” and deny that, with 
the increased purchasing power it 
will create, it can have a serious 
effect on prices. Critics of the 
trade unions claim, on the con- 
trary, that the 40-hour week is 
going to rob France of all the ad- 
vantages it has gained from the de- 
valuation of the franc, and they 
declare that the trade unions are 
consciously and deliberately trying 
to condemn France to a closed, 
self-sufficient economic system. 

It is well known that the Rad- 
ical members of the Government 
are extremely nervous about the 
effects of the 40-hour act, and have 
been doing their best to retard its 
application. A prominent Radical 
member of the Government told mé 
the other day that in his view an 
extensive application of the 40- 
hour week would be disastrous. 
The annual deficit of the railways, 
for instance, would increase from 
4,500,000,000 to seven billion francs, 
and “it is nonsense,” he said, “to 
give two days’ holiday a week to

Mason said yesterday that he had 
declined to introduce the bill in the 
Board of Aldermen, believing that 
the charter provided only for revi- 
sion of ward boundaries and not 
for elimination of wards or crea- 
tion of new ones. He suggested 
the League seek to amend the char- 
ter before attempting to secure 
adoption of the redistricting plan 
under an initiative ordinance, as is 
planned. 

Cites Redistricting in 1921. 

“The criticism that the plan is 
not valid is an attempt to halt the 
rapidly growing sentiment in favor 
of abolishing four river wards, un- 
der our plan,” said Hay. “Mr. Ma- 
son said the plan was illegal be- 

» there is no provision in the 


However, there is 
nothing in the charter to prevent 
such a procedure, and, in fact, in 
the 1921 redistricting, one ward, the 
Fifteenth, was virtually eliminated, 
and only ‘two blocks of the present 
Fifteenth were in the old Fif- 
teenth.” 

Replying to Mason’s statement 
that other civic problems were more 
important at present than redis- 
tricting, Hay declared that the fact 
that a river ward with few home- 
owners or taxpayers was receiving 
as much representation in the 
Board of. Aldermen as a ward in 
the western part of the city with 
four times the voting population, 
was of paramount importance. 

Mayor Dickmann’s suggestion 
that redistricting be postponed un- 
til the question of proceeding with 
the Jefferson riverfront memorial 
is settled was unimportant, Hay 
said, because the league’s plan al- 
ready took into account the fact 
that 37 blocks and the residences 
of about 400 voters would be elimi- 
nated in the riverfront plan. 

To Go Ahead With Petitions. 

Hay said that the league would 
proceed with its plans to circulate 
initiative petitions to have the re- 
districting proposal placed on the 
ballot in the municipal ele¢tion 
next April, if the Aldermen do not 
enact the bill. To put the redis- 
tricting proposition on the ballot 
will require the signatures of 5 
per cent of the registered voters at 
the last mayoral election, or about 
19,000 signatures; whereas petitions 
for a vote on a charter amend- 
ment, as suggested by Mason, 
would require 10 per cent, or about 
38,000 signatures. An initiative or- 
dinance could be passed by a ma- 
jority vote at the election; a char- 
ter amendment requires a three- 
fifths affirmative vote. 

“Tf Mr. Mason or any other Al- 
derman has any suggestions on re- 
districting, we will be glad to con- 
sult with them,” said Hay. “If they 
have a better plan, let them intro- 
duce it in the Board of Aldermen

Large Crowd Drawn by Smoke |

A spectacular oil fire in the stor- 
age and processing plant of the 
Schaeffer Bros. & Powell Manufac- 
turing Co., Barton and Kosciusko 
streets, yesterday caused damage 
estimated at $30,000.

U.S, MATCHES GREAT BRITAIN 
ON SHIPS OVER TREATY LIMITS 


To Keep 59,000 Extra Tons of De- 
stroyers to Meet Retention 
of Cruisers. | 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—The 
Navy Department said today it 
would retain 59,000 tons of destroy- 
ers in excess of treaty limits. This 
action followed an announcement 
by the British Admiralty that it 
was planning to keep in service five 
cruisers embracing excess tonnage, 
which like America’s destroyers, 
otherwise would have had to be 
scrapped by the end of this year in 
accordance with treaty provisions. 

The United States Government 
previously had determined to keep 
40,000 tons of destroyers to match 
a similar retention by Great Britain. 
Navy officers said it was now plan- 
hed to add 19,000 more tons by tak- 
ing advantage of an article in the 
London treaty providing that a cer- 
tain percentage of tonnage may be 
transferred between destroyer and 
cruiser catagories. 

Since the United States is under- 
built in cruisers, it chose _ this 
method of matching the British 
cruiser retention. 

On the expiration of the limita- 
tion treaties, therefore, the United 
States will have 209,000 tons of de- 
stroyers, many of which, however, 
will be over age, compared to 190,- 
000 tons for Great Britain.

$108 a Year Average 
Family Doctor Bull in U.S. 


American Federation of Labor Finds, How- 
ever, That Low Income Group Can 
Spend Only $50. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 18. — The 
American Federation of Labor esti- 
mates that sickness costs the aver- 
age American family $108 a year. 
For the family with an annual in- 
come under $1200 it puts the bill 


at $50. 

In those figures, the Federation 
contends, are found the chief argu- 
ments in favor of Federal sickness 
insurance. 

“Medical care is not provided ac- 
cording to need but according to 
capacity to pay,” the A. F. of L. 
says in a special report. “The Com- 
mittee (on the Cost of Medical Care) 
found that medical care received by 
all income groups was less than 
adequate and that the lower income 
groups received less than the higher 
levels although the incidence of ill- 
ness was practically the same in 
all families or for all individuals. 

Distribution of Illness. 

“Out of 1,000,000 persons in a nor- 
mal year, 470,000 will have no rec- 
ognizable illness; 320,000 will be sick 
once; 140,000 will be sick twice; 50,- 
000 will be sick three times; 20,000 
will be sick four or more times. 

“No person can tell in advance 
into which group he or his family 
will fall. 

“Practically no family with an 
income of less than $5000 could 
bear the cost of a major illness 
without undergoing hardship. Nine 
out of every 10 families have an- 
nual incomes under $5000. 

“A study of costs of sickness in 
1000 typical families with incomes 
ranging from $1200 to $2000 showed 


tthe cost of medical care for. sick- 


ness in 218 of these families 
amounted to over $100; in 80 fam- 
ilies, costs exceeded $200; and in 16 
of these 80 families they ranged 
from. $400 to $700, or about one- 
third of the family income.” 

Would Divide Cost. 

So, the Federation argues, the 
cost of jliness should be divided; 
and shared. The low income fam- 
ily, it says,,could afford to pay $50 
a year for iliness if the cost never 
exceeded that amount. 

“Although the individual of the 
lower income groups cannot fore- 
see sickness and save against the 
need for medical care, it is possi- 
ble to predict both the incidence 
(frequency) and duration and ac- 
cumulate group reserve for non-. 
payment of medical care if the 
group is large enough.” 

William Green, Federation presi- 
dent, said today he would ask 
President Roosevelt soon to set 
up a Federal commission to rec 
ommend sickness insurance legis- 
lation for inclusion in the Social 
Security program. 

“We made attacks on all forms 
of the major causes of social in- 
security—accidents, sickness, un-. 
employment, old age—without de- 
veloping a unified or comprehen- 
sive program until 1935, when the 
Social Security Act was passed,” 
Green said. 

“It seemed expedient at that time 
not to include health insurance. 
But sickness is an increased cost 
which bankrupts many families, 
and no program for Social Secur- 
ity,is complete without provisions 
for sickness.”

Approval of a PWA grant of 
$57,272 to the East St. Louis Park 
Board for construction of a boat- 
house and installation of a water- 
ing system in Lake Park, was an- 
nounced yesterday by Emmett P.

The boathouse, a two-story struc- 
ture, will be erected on the north 
bank of the boating basin in Pitts- 
burg Lake.

Britain and Italy Reach Accord

In this con- 
nection, he suggested, the school 
might establish a legislative draft- 
ing bureau to study proposed laws 
with a view of avoiding repetition

The committee was debating a 
Central American project for a 
joint declaration of inter-American 
solidarity. It heard the Brazilian 
declaration from Oswaldo Aranha, 
the Brazilian Ambassador to Wash- 
ington, after the Argentine, Jose 
M. Cantilo; had opposed the solid- 
arity declaration, which is worded 
more strongly than the ‘consulta- 
tive pact approved at plenary ses- 
sions of the conference. 

. Under the Central American dec- 
claration, aggression by any out- 
side nation would be an “offense” 
to all American republics. The 
convention for peace and the main- 
tenance of security, approved «in 
plenary session last week, provided 


the peace of American republics 
should be menaced by war, wheth- 
er inside or outside the Western 
world. 

The Central American project 
also would declare the juridical 
equality of American nations, pro- 
scribe territorial conflicts, and con- 
demn intervention or the collection 
of debts by force. 

A proposal to establish an Amer- 
ican league of nations appeared to- 
day to have been shelved, at least 
temporarily, by the conference. 

A sub-committee, appointed after 
a bitter debate, recommended that 
consideration be deferred until the 
Pan American conference in 1938 
at Lima, Peru, and suggested that 
in the meantime nations sponsor- 
ing the proposal report their views 
to the Pan American Union for a 
compilation of opinions. 

The debate occurred yesterday in 
the Committee on Peace Ofganiza- 
tion after another sub-committee 
had reported favorably on the plan, 
sponsored by Colombia and the Do- 
minican Republic. 

The attack on the idea of a 
league of nations for the Americas 
was led by the Argentine Foreign 
Minister, Carlos Saavedra Lamas, 
recent winner of the Nobel peace 
prize, and Hildebrando Accioly of 
Brazil.

Another Unarmed Border. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

N your issue of Dec. 8, speaking of Ire- 

land, you state that there is not a forti- 
fication or a soldier on the 100-mile bor- 
der between the Irish Free State and the 
Northern counties, which are sometimes 
called the “King’s Irish.” You also state 
that this is the most tranquil border in 
Europe. 

There is, however, another border in 
Europe which has been tranquil many 
years; there is not a fortress or a soldier 
within 15 miles of it, and it is more than 
600 miles long, I refer to the border be- 
tween Norway and Sweden. In the Mid- 
die Ages, these countries were often at 
war with each other and most of the 
fighting was in the Southern part, owing 
to climatic conditions in the North, which 
is well beyond the Arctic Circle and thin- 
ly settled. . 

When they went to war, the Swedes 
usually started in the direction of Hal- 
den, in the southeast corner of Norway, 
only a few miles from the Swedish bor- 
der. At Halden is the only fortress I 
know of which is still in existence. It 
dates back to about the twelfth century 
and is now a museum, I don’t know when 
the' peace pact doing away with the bor- 
der army and fortifications was signed, 
but it seems to have been a good thing 
for both countries. It might be a good 
thing if other European Powers would 


follow their example.

Editor's Note—Denmark ceded Nor- 
way to Sweden in the Peace of Kiel 
(1814). The Norwegians themselves de- 
sired independence and framed a Con- 
stitution, but were forced to surrender 
and an act of union was passed by the 
Parliaments of Norway and Sweden in 
1815. In 1905, the Storting declared the 
union with Sweden to be dissolved. The 
Riksdag acquiesced in the dissolution, 
one condition being that Norway should 
destroy certain frontier fortresses erected 
near the Swedish frontier, that the re- 
gions adjoining the frontier should con- 
stitute a neutral zone, without fortifica- 
tions and military maneuvers, etc.

NOT WITHOUT COMPENSATIONS. 
The December term grand jury, which met again 


| yesterday, has given no sign of an intention to re- 


verse its decision not to investigate the appalling 
frauds committed! in the riverfront memorial bond 
issue election of September, 1935. 

Failure of the jury to launch an inquiry will mean 
that action in this matter will be deferred at least 
until February, when another grand jury is to be 
chosen by Judge John W. Joynt. 

The delay is highly regrettable, since delay is one 
of the prime tactics of the underworld to defeat jus- 
tice—and it is evident that, in the election frauds, 
St. Louis is dealing with a politica] underworld with 
far-reaching ramifications. . 

The decision of the grand jury, however, is not 
without its compensations. The jury has shown an ut- 
tér lack of stomach for the performance of a high pub- 
lic duty. Even if it had reversed itself yesterday, and 
had voted for the inquiry, the chances are it would 
have been a listless, fruitless affair. The public could 
have no confidence in the proceedings of a jury whose 
lack of concern over a public scandal has been made 
so manifest. 

It will be recalled that the jury voted originally 
against the investigation by a vote of 8 to 4. Jurors 
Kaske, Rosenthal and two unnamed members con- 
stituted the minority. By the switch of only three 
members, it would have been possible to go on with 
the inquiry, but it takes nine votes to return indict- 
ments. That means that, for any kind of effective 
action, a switch of five jurors would have been nec- 
essary. ‘ 

Rather than a half-hearted investigation at the 
hands of an obviously unsympathetic jury, the .city 
will be better served by waiting until it can get the 
kind of grand jury which will bring the proper spirit 
to the task. 

It is obvious that the present jury was badly chos- 
en. As the Post-Dispatch news columns pointed out 
yesterday, Foreman FitzGibbon, City Register in the 
administration of Mayor Rolla Wells, has two sons 
on the city payroll—David, Assistant Prosecuting At- 
torney, and Mathew, clerk in the Water Department. 
Juror Cassidy's son, Frank George, is a clerk in the 
Department of Public Safety. His daughter, Miss 
Julia Mae, is a City Hospital stenographer. Juror 
Wuersg is a brother-in-law of City Treasurer Menne. 

-In a matter involving political frauds, the Jurors 
should have been selected with the idea of obtaining 
men remotely removed from any political tie, past or 
present, direct or indirect, The members should have 
been men who could have suffered no possible em- 
barrassment, personal or otherwise, from making the 
most determined investigation. 

Another phase of the situation—one that aroused 
the amazement of James L. Barngrove, foreman of 
the last grand jury—is that Judge Padberg, in charge 
of the jury, did not instruct it to continue the fraud 
inquiry. Although it was certain that the jury would 
be called upon by the Circuit Attorney to look into 
the worst local election situation since the days of 
Butler’s Indians, Judge Padberg contented hiniself 
with giving routine instructions. 

Maj. Barngrove’s comments are interesting. The 
jury of which he was foreman returned numerous in- 
dictments and wrote a blistering report. He and 
other members of the September jury “naturally sup- 
posed that all members of the bench would be horri- 
fied at the conditions discovered and that the 
Judge’s instruction to the succeeding grand jury 
would be even more vigorous than those received 
by us.” 

Judge Kirkwood, in charge of the September jury, 
gave it specific instructions to investigate the frauds. 
Maj. Barngrove said it was the presumption of the 
September jury that its successor would automatically 
carry on, It was not deemed necessary to make a 
formal recommendation to that effect. That would 
have been like telling a bus driver to drive his bus. 

“I state most emphatically,” says Maj. Barngrove, 
“that the September grand jury does not feel any re- 
sponsibility for the failure of the December jury to 
continue the investigation.” | ‘ 

If it has not been plain before, it is certainly plain 
by now that the job of exposing and punishing the 
scurvy crowd which has been stealing St. Louis elec- 
tions is not going to be an easy one. It is going to 
take all the pressure that an aroused public opinion 
can bring to bear. | ¢ 

The present grand jury stands in contempt of public 
opinion. The city must look forward to Judge Joynt’s 
February jury for further action. It goes without 
saying that the next jury will be in the spotlight, that 
on it will be focused the most searching public at- 
tention.

HE character of our electrical develop- 
ment in the next four years depends in 


large measuré on the degree of accommo- - 


dation possible to effect between public and 
private interests which have heretofore actu- 


ally been at swords’ point—whether it al- | 


ways 80 appeared on the surface or not. The 
electrical industry is 95 per cent privately 
owned, or thereabouts. There is no generally 
discernible demand that this ratio be mate- 
rially changed or in favor of nation-wide mu- 
nicipal or public ownership. The drive is 
rather to force the electrical industry to per- 
form, honestly and adequately under its li- 
_censes—local, state and Federal. 

So many other problems press for solution 
that the public will be content to allow the 
private interests to continue to operate this 
13-billion-dollar industry—if the private in- 
terests will recognize the Government's en- 
tire right to regulate and control adequately, 
whether through Federal cammissions, state 
public-service’ commissions, “yardsticks” or 
what have you. 

The decision as to whether there is to be 
this recognition and the resulting accommo- 
dation lies almost_wholly with the private 
interests. The industry has really been slip- 
ping and fighting only rear-guard actions, 
especially during the last 10 years. Continu- 
ation of this strife may retard such things 
as the lowering of rate levels to a cost-plus- 
fair-profit basis; but the end result is almost 
sure to be public ownership on a wide scale. 

It is quite doubtful whether the electrical 
industry ig capable of making a real, about- 
face, becoming less belligerent and finding 
for itself a more normal position in our ecén- 
omy. One of the logical outcomes of the 
era which terminated in the Federal Trade 
Commission investigations and the crash of 
certain utility systems is that the industry's 


inner councils are very much divided. 
a * 
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If the Holding Company Act is sustained, 
the grip of banker contro! will be weakened 
and the influence of the operator as con- 
trasted with the speculator correspondingly 
strengthened. This should produce a more 
unified and probably healthier situation.

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Academic Freedom in Wisconsin 


HE affair in Wisconsin, where 

Gov. La Follette is trying to oust 

Glenn Frank, the president of 
the yniversity, may help to throw 
some light on the obscurer prob- 
jems of academic freedom. 
rieconsin, the usual alignment 
is reversed. This time, the trouble 
comes, not from the rich alumni 
gho provide the endowments, but 
from the dominant politicians who 
make the appropriations. For once 
it is the “progressives” who are in 
the seats of authority; it is a “con- 
pervative who is threatened with 


sal. 
'v obvious that the problem of 
academic freedom has not been set- 
ted in the very State where the 
progressives have so long been in 
er. And it must be startling to 
many an old progressive to find that 
he must oppose a La Follette in or- 
ger to vindicate the principle of aca- 
demic — 
what is the problem of academic 
freedom? It is, it seems to me, the 
problem of who shall select the 
teachers, who shall promote them, 
who shall dismiss them, who shall 
determine what is to be taught, who 
shall determine the subjects of re- 
search, who shall criticise the re- 
suits. These matters have to be 


decided. 

A university is ‘ot just a collec- 
tion of buildings where anyone can 
appoint himself to teach anything 
he likes. The problems of academic 
freedom arise from the struggle of 
ail sorts of people to control these 
decisions. At one time it may be a 
group of rich alumni who insist that 
if they pay the piper they should 
call the tune. At another time it 
may be a legislature under the in- 
fluence of rabble-rousers insisting, 
as in Tennessee some years ago, 
that it shall have the right to say 
what shall be taught as biology. 


At another time, as in Chicago 
under Mayor Thompson, it may bea 
demagogic patrioteer arrogating to 
himself the authority to say what 
shall be taught as history. At an- 
other time it may be Mr. Hearst at- 
tempting to control education by 
terrorizing teachers and administra- 
tors and trustees. At another time 
it may be a simon-pure progressive, 
like Gov. La Follette, seeking to use 
the authority of the State to make 
the university's progressivism more 
simon-pure. 

* * * 


In other words, the control of edu- 
cation is claimed at various times 
by the plutocracy, by the mob and 
by the politicians. The fight for 
academic freedom is the fight 
against the control of education by 
any and all of these three elements. 
And that means that the ultimate 
control of education, when it is free, 
must rest finally in the community 
of scholars. It means that a free 
university is one in which the se- 
lection of teachers and of studies 
reflects the judgment of scholars, 
is determined by their standards 
and is independent of money, the 
mob and the political power of the 
state. 

Though there are many concrete 
practical difficulties in applying the 
principle of academic freedom, it is 
the only principle on which educa- 
tion in a progressive civilization can 
be based. Thus, it is obviously ab- 
surd that a-rich business man 
should have any say as to what 
shall be examined, much less as to 
what conclusions shall be arrived at 
during the research into the un- 
known fields of economics. To ad- 


generation shall govern what shall 
be known in the next. 

It is equally absurd that a Bryan, 
a Thompson, a Hearst should have 
the presumption to impose his 
prejudices and his ignorance on 
teaching and research. It is no less 
absurd that governors, and elected 
representatives, and . politicians, 
whether they be progressives, con- 
servatives or whatnot, should think 


the culture and intelligence of a 
people. 
. . 


Surely, the only civilized rule is 
to have teachers selected and pro- 
moted and dismissed by the men 
most qualified to judge them, to 
have their work examined by their 
peers, to subject them to the dis- 
cipline of the criticism of men who 
themselves teach and‘study and ad- 
vance knowledge and spend their 


cation. 

To be sure, a university is a great 
physical plant, it is an intricate 
human organization, it has limited 
resources and it must meet almost 
unlimited demands. For that rea- 
son, it has to be administered, and 
the scholars ought not, even if they 
were competent, to spend much of 
their time in administration. 


But in a truly free university, the 
administrators and the governing 
boards, the regents, whatever they 
—* called, will always regard them- 

elves as trustees for the community 
of scholars. They will seek always 
to facilitate the application of the 
standards which come finally from 
the opinion of the scholars them- 
selves; they will always take their 
final judgments of educational pol- 
icy from the most considered judg- 
ment they can find among the 
scholars and educators. 

And, of course, as a direct conse- 
quence of this, the administrators 
and trustees will look upon them- 
selves as under obligation to be 
guardians of the self-government 
of scholars against outside inter- 
vention from any quarter. So they 
must find the necessary money 
without strings attached to it. They 
must hold at bay the mob, incited 
by demagogues and obscurantists. 
They must resist the encroachments 
of the political state. 


The Wisconsin affair is a start- 
ling example of one of the many 
kinds of outside interference 
against which education has to be 
protected. The men who ought to 
be protecting the independence of 
the university are in this case the 
regents. Nothing can be more de- 
structive of the freedom of educa- 
tion than the notion that the re- 
gents ought to carry out the will of 
the Governor who appointed them, 
or that the Governor, because he 
was elected by the peoplé, should 
run the university. 

That notion is a caricature of the 
democratic principle, a caricature 
which unfortunately is widely ac- 
cepted today by a host of bewildered 
progressives who think that anyone 
is a reactionary who believes in lim- 
ited government, who does not think 
that temporary majorities should 
exercise supreme authority. 

It is perhaps fortunate that the 
issue has been raised in Wisconsin. 
For it may remind those progres- 
sives who have forgotten the first 
principles of liberalism that if a 
La Follette today can destroy the 
independence of a university, a Hu- 
ey Long tomorrow can on the same 
exact principles destroy the inde- 
pendence of the churches and of

HE happiest Christmas I ever knew 
came when I was 6; it still-shines in 
my memory, bright as a star, I wak- 
ened at dawn—though I wasn’t the first, 
for firelight flickered, and I could hear 
the steady thump-thump of an ax smack- 
ing beaten biscuit dough on a marble 
slab.

Then Jack and I played and ate stick 
candy and raisins and black walnuts and 
played some more and ate some more, 
and by dinner time Jack and I were very 


not for Jack. Jack’s first Christmas came 
close to being his last. He was a tough 
little dog, though, so he grew up to be 
my good friend. He shared my joys and 
howled at my sorrows and took many a 
licking that rightfully belonged to me. 

This year thousands of pups of all de- 
scriptions will sit under Christmas trees, 
wagging gay tails and waiting eagerly to 
wish their new people a Merry Christ- 
mas. But if it is to be a really merry 
Christmas you must know how to take 
care of the new puppy. 

Even if the breeder or dealer from 
whom the Christmas puppy was bought 
has furnished feeding instructions, the 
chances are that he forgot to tell you that 
exhaustion, more than anything else, kills 
puppies. 

The Christmas puppy is usually a young 
puppy—often he is too young to have 
been separated from his mother—and it 
is important to remember that a puppy is 
a baby, and that a baby thing of any kind 


needs rest, 
- * * 


ETWEEN the ages of six weeks and 
b four months a puppy should be al- 

lowed to sleep 18 to 20 hours a day. 
That seems outrage“us, doesn’t it? But 
it isi.’t, it is just common sense, 


If you can force ‘yourself to limit the 
puppy's play time to 10 or 15 minutes 
before feeding him; take him out for a 
walk, and then let him go back to sleep, 


the time spring comes. 

But the pup who plays to utter ex- 
haustion, bolts his food in a rush, and 
then plays some more, is bound to become 
nervous and possibly short-tempered, just 
because he igs tired all the time and 
doesn’t know it. Pups are complete fools, 
as everybody who loves them knows, and 
no young dog in his right mind is going 
to forsake a game because he needs a 
nap, so the pup’s owner must see to it 
that he has the rest he needs. 

I think cold milk ranks high as a 
source of grief to puppies. The new puppy 
plays hilariously for a while—always a 
little too long—~and then the new owner 
says, “Why, he must be hungry or 
thirsty,” and fills a saucer full of icy 


the pup is tired and thirsty so he gulps 
the milk down. If he is lucky the cold 
milk makes him sick at once; otherwise, 
he may have a fit. 


No dog should be given cold food, ever. 
If*the pup is too hungry to wait, or 
you are too busy to wait until his food 
warms to room temperature,eset it in the 
oven or over a low -fire for just a few 
minutes, until the chill is gone. The food 
shouldn’t be hot, though,

and then you tell me to feed him raw 
meat—babies don’t eat raw meat.” But 
carniverous babies. do. 

From the time his mother starts to 
wean him, when he is about four weeks 
old, until the last day of his life the dog 
should have some fresh, raw, lean beef 
every day. And this is even more impor- 
tant for the growing puppy than it is for 
the mature dog. 


In order to make sound bones and 
strong, white teeth and a firm, glossy 
coat the puppy’s food must be milk, eggs 
and meat; the other third may be com- 
posed of. non-starchy vegetables like 
string beans, carrots, spinach, tomato 
juice, orange juice, chopped lettuce, ‘or 
any thoroughly cooked cereal. 

But the cereal is not only valueless, but 
may be downright harmful, unless it is 
thoroughly cooked, If you think you must 
feed the pup some bulky food but haven’t 
the time to cook cereal for hours and 
hours as you would for a baby, then you 
may feed him a little dog biscuit or toast 
moistened in milk or broth. 


It is safe to give raw veal bones or 
beef bones to a meat-fed puppy; but not 
at all safe to give any sort of bones to a 
puppy or dog that is being fed, or has 
been fed, chiefly on cereals. - 


The proper meat for a dog of any age 
is lean, raw beef. People who are un- 
willing to recognize that raw beef is the 
proper food for a carnivorous animal may 
cook the meat a little, but cooking de- 
stroys part of the food value of the meat, 

A stew made of lamb, carrots, onions, 
all thoroughly cooked, may vary the diet 
about once a week. But veal, pork, any 
smoked or salted meat should not, under 
any circumstances, be fed to a dog; veal 
knuckle bones are the only exceptions. 
Lamb bones and all poultry bones are 
definitely dangerous, as they are apt to 
splinter. 

Well cooked, carefully boned fish may 
be fed to the dog if he likes it; but raw 


_ fish should not be fed. Of course, you 


know that. dogs must not have sweets or 
any highly seasoned food, — : ) 

The younger the puppy is the oftener 
you must feed him. From the time he is 
eight weeks, which is the very youngest 
age at which a puppy should be sold, 
until he is about four months old the 
puppy needs four or five meals a day; 
and if you can arrange to feed him six 
times a day it is even better. The im-

portant thing is to avoid overloading his 
small stomach and to prevent it from be- 
coming entirely empty. 

After the pup is four months old, and 
until he has finished teething, he should 
be fed three times a day. Then, until 
he is about a year old, twice a day. After 
that a little milk or an egg will do in 
the morning; and he should have. his 
main.meal early in the evening.

OUSEBREAKING the Christmas 
H puppy is not quite so easy as train- 

ing a puppy that you acquire during 
the spring or summer when the weather 
is good. But it needn’t be very difficult 
to train the Christmas puppy. 


The most important consideration is.

self-control, if they are obliged to wait, | 


than pups who are fed on soup and cere- 
als and consequently have diarrhoea, or 
are on the verge of it, most of the time. 


If. the puppy is taken out after every 


meal, whether he asks to go or not, he 
will soon learn. 

But if you are haphazard and careless 
about ‘taking him out he will have a hard 
time learning what “out” is for. If the 
weather is very bad and you think the 
puppy is too young to struggle through 
snow and ice, he may:be trained to paper; 
and then when the weather is better and 


soon as he is brought in,

he is older he can learn to go outdoors. 
If the puppy is taken out in snow or 
slush he should be dried thoroughly as 


In buying toys for a puppy safety, dur- 
ability and your own comfort should be 
considered. Painted toys, wooden toys, 
toys which have whistles that can be bitten 
off, toys made wholly or partly of wire 
or string are not safe. Rubber toys that 
can be chewed up are neither safe nor 
durable, 

Solid rubber toys are both safe and dur- 
able; but they should be conspicuously 
light or dark in color, so you won't step 
on them and turn an ankle or.break a leg. 
Noisy toys are a lot of fun for the pup, 
but they may annoy the pup’s owner out 
of all proportion to the pleasure they give 
the pup. : 

While it is not ornamental, an old shoe 
is a safe, durable toy that is unlikely to 
inconvenience you and is practically guar- 
anteed to keep. damage to good shoes, 


minimum. The shoe should be leather, and 
all buttons and buckles should be re-
